Premier Alison Redford visited 
B.C. counterpart Christy Clark’s 
turf Tuesday to deliver another 
blow in the ongoing Enbridge 
pipeline dispute between the 
two leaders. 

Speaking at the Canadian 
Bar Association conference in 
Vancouver, Redford implied 
Clark is more worried about 
approval ratings than the good 
of the country by threatening 
to stop the proposed Enbridge 
Northern Gateway project 
— which would run oilsands 
crude from Alberta to the B.C. 
coast — unless B.C. gets a great¬ 
er share of the royalties. 


“We (government leaders) 
need to ensure that our actions 
are fiscally responsible and fair, 
not only to this generation, but 
to those that follow,” Redford 
said Tuesday morning. “And 
this means doing what’s right 
for the long term and not the 
next election cycle.” 

Redford, who has rejected 
Clark’s demands, says the suc¬ 
cess of Canada’s energy econ¬ 
omy depends on provinces’ 
access to international markets 
— provinces such as her own. 

Despite having no plans to 
discuss the issue further with 
Clark, Redford stressed the 
significance of collaboration 
among the premiers. 

“It’s important for us all 
as political leaders to work 
together to ensure that there 
is access to international mar¬ 
kets, and that there isn’t any 
particular province that should 
get more access or less access 
to international markets based 
on their geographical location,” 
she said.

Clark is up for re-election 
next spring, and has been ac¬ 
cused of using the pipeline as a 
campaign issue. 

An Angus Reid poll con¬ 
ducted last month showed that 
59 per cent of British Colum¬ 
bians disapprove of running 
the pipeline through their 
backyards.

He was dropped off at 
the District 8 police sta¬ 
tion in Calgary later that 
day with what police said 
was “medical distress” 
and died in hospital.

EPS to merge RARE 
with cold-case squad

The Edmonton Police Service 
announced Tuesday that it 
will merge the resources it 
uses for Project KARE into 
the EPS homicide unit. 

The KARE members will 
be moved from the RCMP 
back into the city’s homicide 
squad, adding one staff ser¬ 
geant and nine investigative 


positions, including three 
from KARE. Missing persons 
will now fall under the EPS 
homicide and major-crimes 
branch. 

“We believe the public 
and families of missing per¬ 
sons and of deceased persons 
will not notice any change,” 
said Insp. David Spiers, of the 
EPS serious-crimes branch 
Tuesday at a press confer¬ 
ence. 

KARE will continue as a 
department under the RCMP 
K Division serious-crimes 
branch. It was created as 
a three-year pilot project 
in 2003 to examine the 
deaths of several “vulner¬ 
able missing persons” who 
were found in rural areas 
surrounding the City of Ed-

monton. The project later 
expanded to include all mur¬ 
dered or missing vulnerable 


persons in Alberta. 

Acting Supt. Jerry Scott 
of RCMP K Division said the 
Mounties understand and 
support EPS’s decision. 

“There’s ongoing consul¬ 
tation. All police agencies 
nowadays are very good at 
picking up the phone and 
having these discussions. We 
have regular meetings and 
are always in touch with each 
other. We were not caught by 
surprise,” Scott said. 

EPS will continue to share 
information and work with 
KARE on missing persons 
and murdered vulnerable 
persons. 

The changeover of per¬ 
sonnel from KARE to EPS 
should be complete by De¬ 
cember.

Edmonton arts performers 
are raising concerns after 
posters advertising women- 
centric Fringe performances 
were covered up with anti¬ 
feminist stickers. 

Beth Dart, artistic produ¬ 
cer of Catch the Keys Pro¬ 
ductions, alleged she has 
seen posters near the Fringe 
grounds and on Whyte Av¬ 
enue covered with stickers 
advertising two anti-feminist 
websites. 

“It started with what 
seemed to be just strong fe¬ 
male imagery on posters, but 
it seems to have grown a bit 
from there.... They’re wrong¬ 
fully targeting local produc¬ 
tion companies in a misguid¬ 
ed attempt to bring attention 
to their cause,” said Dart. 

Thomas Scott, program 
director at the Fringe, said he 
contacted one of the groups 
Monday, ordering them to 
cease and desist. 

Security has also been 
notified of the group and its 
members will not be allowed 
on-site during the Fringe per¬ 
formances.

Urban gardeners fight to 
keep their harvest safe 
from incoming pipeline 



Garden. Plots are 'a 
source of community,’

Over 60 urban gardeners 
with plots near Manning 
Drive and 18 Street received 
notice last Thursday that 
their garden would be de¬ 
stroyed as early as Tuesday as 
part of the Rainbow Pipeline 
II’s continuing path. 

The gardeners pay a small 
fee to use a piece of land 
for growing food and are 
required to donate a small 
amount to the food bank. 
The land has been in use 
for this purpose for over 
14 years. The gardeners are 
asking Plains Midstream to 
delay the project four to six 
weeks so the harvest can be 
completed. 


The land is owned by the 
provincial government and 
is managed by the Ministry 
of Infrastructure. Sharon 


Lopatka, head of communi¬ 
cations for the minister, 
Wayne Drysdale, has been 
attempting to resolve the 


issue. 

“We have been work¬ 
ing with both parties to get 
them together to try to come 
to an amicable agreement, 
and those discussions are on¬ 
going,” Lopatka said. 

“What we’ve heard is that 
Plains Midstream are now 
evaluating their ability to 
delay and are considering 
other options such as nar¬ 
rowing the right of way and 
burrowing.” 

Edmonton-Beverly-Clare- 
view MLA Deron Bilous was 
on hand Tuesday to show 
support for the urban gar¬ 
deners as they pleaded their 
case in public. 

“What this group of gar¬ 
deners are asking for is so 
reasonable, it’s unbelievable 
that this Conservative gov¬ 
ernment isn’t responding 
positively,” said Bilous. 

“This isn’t just a source 
of food, it’s also a source of 
community, and a source of 
pride for many here.”

Kazan. Questions

Russian authorities spoke 
of a creepy cult living in an 
“eight-level ant house” dug 
deep into the ground, where 
children were kept in un¬ 
heated cells and starved of 
daylight. 

A visit to the compound 
suggests a more ordinary re¬ 
ality. 

A brief visit inside the 
compound, which provided 
shocking headlines around 
the world when police raided 
it and seized the children, 
revealed none of the elabor¬ 
ate underground design de¬ 
scribed by prosecutors. 

Nor does a police video 
showing rooms inside. 

The father of a cult mem¬ 
ber, who originally disap¬ 
proved of his daughter join¬ 


ing the group, said he was 
able to visit freely. The por¬ 
trayals raise questions about 
whether authorities have 
exaggerated the eccentri¬ 
city, to show they are crack¬ 
ing down on Islamic groups. 
The spokeswoman for Kazan 
prosecutors did not answer 
repeated calls to her office on 
Monday. 

Police stumbled upon the 
bizarre sect in early August 
as they investigated what 
they described as a terrorist 
attack that killed a top cleric 
in oil-rich Tatarstan, where 
the population is 60 per cent 
Muslim. 

Sect leaders are enraged 
over the seizure of the chil¬ 
dren and the police action 
against their project, and 
vowed to triumph. 

“Allah will punish you,” 
Gumer Ganiyev, the sect 
leader’s deputy, yelled at po¬ 
lice officers. “You will all die 
tomorrow.” The fate of the 
sect’s property remains un¬ 
clear.

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Hate ignites bitter battle 


Young people revolt 
in France. A school, a 
gym and cars torched 
in Amiens as riot 
police face cascades of 
buckshot and fireworks 


Months of mounting tension 
between police and young 
people in a troubled district 
of northern France exploded 
in deadly violence on Tuesday. 

In a grim night in Amiens, 
dozens of youths firing buck¬ 
shot and fireworks faced off 
against riot officers. 

Seventeen officers were 
injured, a preschool and pub¬ 
lic gym were torched, and at 
least three passing drivers in 
Amiens were dragged from 
their cars. A dozen cars were 
burned. 

The immediate cause of 
the riots was unclear, but a 
standoff between police and 
people attending a memorial 
for a young man who died in 
a motorcycle accident may 
have been one trigger. Offi¬ 
cials stressed police were not 
involved in the death. 

The eruption of violence 
shows how little relations 


have changed between police 
and youths in France’s hous¬ 
ing projects since nationwide 
riots in 2005 raged unchecked 
for nearly a month, leaving 
entire neighbourhoods in 
flames. 

The sister of the young 
man who died in the motor¬ 
cycle accident said it was 
impossible for people in her 
community to even speak 
with the police. 

“As soon as they see young 
people, it’s to handcuff them 
or harass them,” said Sabrina 
Hadji, 22. 

“The dialogue is complete¬ 
ly broken.” 

Hadji, whose 20-year-old 
brother Nadir died in the ac¬ 
cident, added: “The police in 
Amiens really, really, really 
hate the people in the north¬ 
ern part of Amiens. They con¬ 
sider us to be animals.” 

Anger was still running 
high when Interior Minis¬ 
ter Manuel Vails arrived in 
the neighbourhood Tuesday 
afternoon. 

A small group of people 
tried to push through Vails’ 
security detail as he walked 
through the area, alternately 
booing him, cursing him 
and flying to speak to him.

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Burglar breaks into Steve Jobs’ house 


And swipes Apple 
computers! Accused 
thief was likely 
unaware of the home's 
significance, police say 


Several computers and per¬ 
sonal items worth more 
than $60,000 were stolen 
from the northern Califor¬ 
nia home of the late Steve 
Jobs in what authorities say 
was a run-of-the-mill bur¬ 
glary. 

“I’ve never gotten this 
many calls from people,” 
Scott Tsui, supervising dep¬ 
uty district attorney of Santa 
Clara County, said of the July 
17 theft in Palo Alto. “Other 


than the fact it involves Mr. 
Jobs, it’s a pretty standard 
burglary case.” 

Kariem McFarlin, 35, 
was arrested on Aug. 2 and 
charged with residential 
burglary and selling stolen 
property. Police believe he 
was unaware he had broken 
into the Jobs home. 

“I’d imagine the suspect 
eventually realized whose 
house he was in, but outside, 
it was just another house in 
Palo Alto,” Tsui said. 

Palo Alto police reported 
a jump in residential bur¬ 
glaries in 2012, more than 
100 in six months. They 
have attributed the increase 
to unlocked doors and win¬ 
dows and launched a “Lock 


It or Lose It” campaign this 
year. 

Authorities suspect the 
seven-bedroom house was 
targeted because it was 
undergoing renovation and 
may have appeared less se¬ 
cure. 

“We’re not aware of any¬ 
thing stolen that was any¬ 
thing special or different 
from any other burglary. 
The computers, I’d imagine 
since he’s Mr. Jobs, are Apple 
products,” Tsui said. 

McFarlin faces almost 
eight years in prison if he is 
convicted, prosecutors said. 

Jobs, the co-founder of 
Apple Inc., died last October 
at the age of 56.

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CAW wants share of automakers’ profits 


Union. Canadian Auto 
Workers meets with 
top North American 
automakers to discuss 
new labour contracts 


The Canadian Auto Workers 
said it doesn’t expect to regain 
all of the concessions it made 
when automakers were strug¬ 
gling during the recession, but 
it wants to share in the profits 
now that the industry has re¬ 
bounded. 

“We aren’t going in there de¬ 
manding everything back from 
2009,” CAW national president 
Ken Lewenza said Tuesday as 
the union kicked off contract 
negotiations with the three big 
North American automakers. 


Sacrifices

learned to make money 
even at low volumes. 
Workers’ sacrifices have 
been a big part of that 
success.”

“We’re just saying that we 
have to find a way to share in 
the successes that our members 
have built over many years.” 

The union met with General 
Motors Canada on Tuesday mor¬ 
ning and with Chrysler Canada 
in the afternoon. It will meet 
with Ford Canada on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Contracts for workers at all 


three companies expire Sept. 
17. 

The union made a number 
of concessions, including to 
wages, vacation time and cost- 
of-living payments, to help the 
ailing automakers during the 
2008-09 recession. 

Lewenza says the CAW is 
hoping to make some progress 
now that the companies are 
making a profit. 

But a Chrysler Canada 
spokesman warned Tuesday 
that although the company has 
returned to profitability, it is not 
out of the woods. 

“Those gains have been mod¬ 
est and it is critical that we not 
return to an uncompetitive 
situation,” said Todd Bested, 
Chrysler Canada’s director of 
labour relations.

Groupon decline 
unprecedented 

Groupon’s stock is 27 per 
cent cheaper as of Tuesday, 
but that doesn’t make it a 
bargain. 

Its stock fell as analysts 
slashed targets and ratings 
on the online-deals com¬ 
pany after it reported its 
first-ever quarter-to-quarter 
decline in gross billings, 
a measure of how much 
money Groupon collects 
from customers. 

Groupon blamed the 
weak economy in Europe 
and unfavourable currency- 
exchange rates, but analysts 
pointed to online-deals 
fatigue. Groupon Inc. 
pioneered the online daily- 
deals market, which offers 
subscribers deep discounts 
on everything from spa 
sessions to tequila tastings. 
Although it has raced to 
build market share, similar 
businesses are easy to set

The London Olympics may 
be over, but it’s not too late 
to take home a national flag 
from the athletes’ parade, 
or a used javelin. 

Officials have put almost 
2,000 Olympic relics up for 
auction, along with a rep¬ 
lica of the Isle of Wonder 
book that Harry Potter au¬ 
thor J.K. Rowling read from

Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corp. (CMHC) is forecasting a 
moderate slowdown in new- 
home construction starts as 
well as sales of existing housing. 

The Ottawa-based federal 
agency isn’t calling for a major 
decline, but its latest forecast 
suggests next year will be some¬ 
what softer than estimates 
CMHC issued in June, while 
2012 may be somewhat strong¬ 


er than previously expected. 

CMHC has been saying for 
some time that it expects hous¬ 
ing prices in most local markets 
will grow more slowly than 
they have been recently. 

It says housing starts and 
home sales have been strong 
in 2012 — particularly when 
it comes to multiple-dwelling 
units such as condos and apart¬ 
ments — but will soften mod¬ 


erately in coming months into 
2013. 

“Balanced market condi¬ 
tions in most local housing 
markets will result in a slowing 
in house price growth as well,” 
Mathieu Laberge, CMCH’s dep¬ 
uty chief economist, said in an 
outlook released Tuesday. 

CMHC provides various lev¬ 
els of mortgage insurance to 
protect lenders from defaults 


by home buyers. 

It also closely monitors resi¬ 
dential construction activity 
and housing sales and provides 
outlooks used by various sec¬ 
tors of the economy. 

In the latest forecast, CMHC 
estimates there will be between 
196,800 and 217,000 units of 
housing started in 2012, with a 
point forecast of 207,200 units.

Sparkle actress Tika Sumpter 
says the movie “adds another 
diamond” to the legend of 
Whitney Houston. The film, 
a remake of a 1976 picture of 


the same name, stars the late 
singer in her final role. 

The movie, in which she 
plays the single mother of a 
musical prodigy, was being 
heralded as her comeback, 
but instead is her swansong. 
She passed away in Februaiy, 
the result of an accidental 
drowning in the bathtub 
of her Beverly Hilton hotel 
room. 

Houston’s co-star Jordan 
Sparks said, “She lights up 
the screen, and you can just 
tell she’s so full of joy to be 
doing this.” 

Houston is not the first 
performer to earn posthu¬ 
mous praise for a film role. 
In 2008 Heath Ledger won an 
Academy Award for his per¬ 


formance as the Joker in The 
Dark Knight, released after 
his January, 2008 death from 
accidental prescription drug 
overdose. 

River Phoenix, another ac¬ 
tor cut down at the height of 
his popularity, didn’t live to 
see his final completed film 
Silent Tongue, a movie de¬ 
scribed as “a haunting tale of 
love, death and shame in the 
Old West.” Dark Blood, the 
film Phoenix was just 11 days 
away from finishing when he 
overdosed in front of the Vi¬ 
per Room in Los Angeles, was 
thought lost to time, but has 
recently been resurrected and 
will debut in September at 
the Netherlands Film Festival. 

Old Hollywood also saw its 


share of tragic ends and last 
performances. 

The 1930s superstar Jean 
Harlow died of renal failure 
while filming Saratoga. In¬ 
stead of replacing her, MGM 
used three doubles (one for 
close-ups, another for long 
shots and a third for dubbing 
the actress’s lines) and re¬ 
jigged the story. The salvaged 
movie became MGM’s biggest 
hit of 1937. 

Gary Cooper’s last film, 
The Naked Edge, released a 
month after his death wasn’t 
as well received. 

Despite Cooper’s best ef¬ 
forts — his cancer required 
that he take frequent oxygen 
breaks — the thriller was a 
flop.

Kitchen Nightmares host Gor¬ 
don Ramsay’s new renovation 
reality show will make you 
think twice about staying at a 
hotel ever again. 

In Hotel Hell, the celebrity 
chef steps out of the kitchen 
and into some bed-and-brealc- 
fasts and resorts in desperate 
need of overhaul. 

The problems range from 
an unwillingness to change 
business strategies during a 
slow economy to — gross-out 
alert — finding a duvet cover 
that hadn’t been cleaned for 
18 months. 

“It’s so obvious what’s 
wrong,” Ramsay says of the 
hotels he visits in the new 
Fox series, which is now air¬ 
ing. “I don’t think common 
sense becomes that common 
in those scenarios. That’s the 


frustrating part.” 

Ramsay swears he didn’t 
travel to these hotels “to cre¬

“I went in there to pos¬ 
ition it in a way that they 
have to be responsible,” Ram¬ 
say insists. 

And some standards, it

“The shock for me ... was 
the general hygiene,” Ram¬ 
say says. “If you had a den¬ 
tist appointment tomorrow 
morning and you were going 
for a filling or a polish, you 
would see that unique space 
spotless. I think kitchens and 
hotel rooms and bathrooms 
should be exactly the same. 
The biggest worry across the 
whole series was the states of 
the pillowcases. Remove the 
pillowcases, flash the black 
light in there for 30 seconds, 
and I was horrified. I mean 
literally horrified — and I’m 
talking about some veiy ex¬ 
pensive hotels.” 

On the series, Ramsay’s 
intervention may be the ho¬ 
tels’ last chance to stay in 
business.

If you’re an experienced advanced 
diver and can handle the deep 
stuff (the shallowest part of this 
seamount lies under 130 feet of 
water), it’s well worth the 13-kilo¬ 
metre boat ride from the coast 
of San Jose del Cabo. While the 
underwater mountain’s lunar-lilce 
landscape is worth the trip alone, 
the highlight reel of this dive for 
many intrepid divers will be study¬ 
ing schooling hammerhead sharks, 
making eyes at manta rays and 
miming “en garde” at a passing 
swordfish. Live versions of familiar 
seafood plate in Tuna and snappers 
will also likely find their way into 
the frame of many of your under¬ 
water photographs.

Isla Mujeres 

A 13-lcilometre swim from the beaches of Cancun, the 
Island of Women, a 650-metre wide sliver of an island, 
isn’t just for hormonal college kids who took the 
municipality’s names a tad too literally. This Isla offers 
a wide variety of dive sites to satisfy the full spectrum 
of diving tastes. Beginners can play a Seussical game of 
one fish, two fish, red fish, blue fish while ogling the 
vibrant sea life at Manchones Reef. Also, wreck divers 
exploring the 100-foot deep Ultrafreeze are an addi¬ 
tional bonus. The cargo ship’s iron and metal haul is a 
magnet for baitfish and so the bigger guys on the fish 
food chain including dolphins and barracudas often 
feed here. Meanwhile, art lovers can take in the Cancun 
Underwater Museum off the island’s western coast. 
Eco-sculptor Jason de Caires Taylor’s stunning 450-piece 
underwater statue garden is a synergy of art and con¬ 
servation. The statues are made of pH-neutral cement 
to promote the growth of coral reef.

Paradise Reef 

If you’re transitioning from snorkel- 
ing to scuba this shallow reef 200 
yards from Cozumel’s western coast 
is a great place to earn your neutral 
buoyancy cred. While envious shore 
snorkellers spy the coral from a dis¬ 
tance, you’ll be able to get up close and 
personal with the colourful plankton 
catchers. Be sure to keep a lookout for 
spotted moray eels and sea horses. If 
you’re not afraid to swim in the dark, 
Paradise Reef is a veiy popular night 
dive spot. Dive sites abound along the 
Mesoamerican barrier reef system 
which extends beyond Mexico’s Carib¬ 
bean coast into Belize, Guatemala and 
Honduras. It’s the second largest in the 
world, behind Australia’s Great Barrier 
Reef.

Sand Falls 

Off the shores of San Lucas near 
Anega Rock, the sand cascades over 
submerged cliffs like an underwater 
waterfall. This curious phenomenon 
was first documented by the inventor 
of the Aqua-Lung and famed deep 
blue explorer, Monsieur Jacques-Yves 
Cousteau in the 1970s. Suitable for 
intermediate divers but still rewarding 
to even seasoned veteran underwater 
explorers, the sand falls start at a 
depth of 90 feet, so your bottom time 
will be limited. If the flowing sand isn’t 
enough, the site is also home to over 
300 species of sea creatures for your 
viewing pleasure.

Trent-Severn 
Waterway National 
Historic Site 

Since at least 9000 B.C., ab¬ 
original people have traversed 
the network of interconnected 
lakes and waterways across On¬ 
tario. When the European fur 
traders arrived in the 17th cen¬ 
tury, they, too, used these water 
routes to explore and trade. In 
the 1800s, settlers lobbied for 
an inland canal in the hope to 
make water travel easier and to 
gain access to markets across 
what is now Ontario. 

The first lock on this 
waterway was built in 1833 
at the town of Bobcaygeon in 
the Kawarthas region; by the 
1880s, additional locks made

like nearby Port Hope, 
the town of Cobourg has a 
historic downtown district, 
and it also has a pretty, 
sandy beach, just a short 
stroll from the town center.

Petroglyphs 
Provincial Park 

Containing one of the largest 
concentration of petroglyphs 
(native rock carvings) in 
North America, this prov¬ 
incial park is also an active 
sacred site for First Nations 
people. 

No one knows for sure 
when the Algonquian people 
carved the more than 900 
symbols onto the massive 
crystalline marble slab, now 
protected in a large glass 
building constructed around 


the rock. Experts date the 
carvings, which include 
human figures as well as 
snakes, turtles, and other ani¬ 
mals, at somewhere between 
600 and 1,100 years old. 

Park interpreters can help 
identify some of the carvings 
and share ideas about their 
traditional meanings. 

Before you head for the 
petroglyphs, go first to the 
Learning Place Visitor Centre, 
where all visitors must 
register. Watch a 20-minute 
film about the site and its his¬ 
tory, then have a look at the 


exhibits about the region’s 
aboriginal traditions. 

On several evenings in 
July and August, park staff 
run a special 90-minute light 
show, in which the glyphs 
are illuminated and become 
more visible than they are 
during the day.

Port Hope’s draw is its historic downtown 
district, where many of the well-preserved 
buildings date to the late 1800s.

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Raiding attic turns into a Capitol idea 


New York history. The 
Capitol’s artifacts are 
pulled out of storage 
and put on display, 
offering visitors a 
glimpse of the past 


New York’s Capitol has been 
the workplace of future U.S. 
presidents, U.S. Supreme Court 
justices, premier thinkers 
and even scoundrels. Now the 
statehouse is telling some of its 
long-hidden tales by filling its 
hallways with artifacts that are 
drawing thousands of visitors. 

The newly displayed pieces 
of Americana include a 1762 
slave bill of sale, early abolition¬ 
ist decrees, Gov. Nelson Rocke¬ 
feller’s massively stretched 
Lincoln Continental from the 
Mad Men era, and a curious 
chunk of old iron: A three-foot 
link from Gen. George Wash¬ 
ington’s defence system, which 
strung a quarter-mile chain 
across the Hudson River at 
West Point to stop British ships 
during the Revolutionary War. 

In less than a year, marble 
halls that for most of their 130 
years had been used simply as 
routes between offices have 
been transformed into a mu¬ 
seum. Eveiy few steps, slices of 
American and state histoiy give 
even veterans of these hallways 
pause. 

It’s a fitting new 
role for the cav- 


Capitol, which has hosted 
many U.S. presidents and other 
important figures — including 
at least one after death. A mark¬ 
er shows U.S. President Ulysses 
S. Grant’s body was viewed in 
state after he died in upstate 
New York. 

For decades, most of the 
artifacts were boxed in a 
warehouse in neighbouring 
Schenectady County or stored 
in climate-controlled cabinets 
in the state archives. But in the 
last year, New York has raided 
its attic. 

Now the eclectic collec¬ 
tion is on display. The artifacts 
include an iron dumbbell-like 
device shot from cannons in 
the days of tall ships, a 1966 
Harley-Davidson motorcycle 
used by state police, Benedict 
Arnold’s treason papers and 
documents related to import¬ 
ant programs created by Govs. 
Theodore and Franklin Roos¬ 
evelt before they became pres¬ 
idents. There also items from 
key moments in the women’s 
rights and labour movements. 

The artifacts can be seen 
in regular tours of the Capitol 
or, as thousands of visitors are 
increasingly doing, by wan¬ 
dering through the working 
statehouse. Detailed signs are 
augmented by audio explana¬ 
tions that can be heard 
by cellphone.

Management experience is a 
valuable asset, particularly if 
you’re looking for an entry- 
level job. 

Regardless of your area of 
expertise, a position as a man¬ 
ager indicates to prospective 
employers that you can be 
trusted with authority and are 
capable of maintaining a big- 
picture perspective while tend¬ 
ing to particulars. 

However, getting this ex¬ 
perience can be a bumpy ride, 
particularly in the seasonal and 
part time positions where stu¬ 
dents and recent graduates usu¬ 
ally achieve management roles. 

You might find yourself in 
charge of people significantly 
older than you, or former co¬ 
workers who had their eyes on 
your job. The following advice 
should help you stay afloat as 


you set sail in your manage¬ 
ment role. 

Manage yourself 

If you manage a group of 
individuals who already under¬ 
stand the full scope of their re¬ 
sponsibilities (like a retail store, 
for example), you’ll be able to 
provide a minimal amount of 
direction, reducing the likeli¬ 
hood of tension or misunder¬ 
standing. 


In a more collaborative 
workplace, you’ll need to pro¬ 
vide oversight without interfer¬ 
ing with group dynamics. 

In either case, tiy and 
take a step back from your 
position of authority and allow 
employees to fill that space. 
Encourage as much communi¬ 
cation and discussion as is 
appropriate. Any decisions that 
employees can make through 
group consensus should be left 


to their discretion. 

Outline roles 

Some workplaces assign duties 
informally, teaching each em¬ 
ployee his or her responsibil¬ 
ities through word of mouth. 
This can lead to tension when 
unexpected tasks arise. 

If possible, formalize 
existing responsibilities in writ¬ 
ing as a group. 

This practice will hopefully 
encourage open discussion 
and collaboration when the 
unexpected happens, as well 
as ensuring all employees are 
familiar with each other’s re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

It will also help ensure 
that no one can accuse you of 
sloughing unpleasant tasks 
onto one particular person you 
“don’t like.” 

Reinforce the chain of 
command 

Just as your staff answer to you, 
you’re accountable to a higher- 
up. While you don’t want to 
undermine your authority, 
make sure that your employees 
are aware of your role as part of 
a chain of command. 

Frame team objectives not 
only in terms of tasks-be sure 
to emphasize long-term goals 
as dictated to you from above. 


Accept the inevitable 


As with any endeavor, you 
won’t become a perfect 
manager overnight - it 
takes hard work: 


• Be prepared to make 
mistakes, despite your best 
efforts. 


• Accept that some people 
won’t like your decisions. 


• Push yourself to learn from 
this experience, but don’t 
expect it to be smooth 
sailing. 


• With luck, your first man¬ 
agement position in a part 
time or entry level job will 
be the start of a lifelong 
learning process. 


Don’t be afraid to admit to 
your team when you’ll need 
to pass their questions up the 
chain. It’s better to be honest 
about the Emits of your know¬ 
ledge than risk moving outside 
your authority. 

Cut the social stuff 


If your staff are a sociable 
bunch, post-work gatherings 
can be a tightrope you have to 
cross. 

People let off steam outside 
of work by saying things that 
they can’t say at work. You 
don’t want to overhear any¬ 
thing that might impact your 
abihty to do your job profes- 
sionaUy and above reproach. 

At the same time, refusing 
to take any part in staff gather¬ 
ings will make you seem un¬ 
friendly and aloof, and impact 
on morale and communication 
at work. 

Try and waUc a fine middle 
ground. Attend social events 
infrequently and avoid joining 
impromptu plans. When you 
go, stay long enough to take to 
eveiyone briefly. Be neither the 
life of the party nor a wet blan¬ 
ket. Leave quietly, not furtively

Fennel Ege Salad Sandwich. Veggie

Fresh fennel resembles a 
cross between cabbage, cel¬ 
ery and dill. 

The taste is assertively 
licorice and sweet. The base 
of the fennel is round with 
tightly overlapping pale 
green leaves. Sprouting out 
of that are long celeiy-lilce 
stalks topped with fine frilly 
leaves. 

Technically speaking, all 
parts of the plant are ed¬ 
ible, but most people will 
find the stalks too tough 
and fibrous to eat. 

The leaves can be 


chopped and used to flavour 
salads, dressings, marin¬ 
ades and sauces. They tend 
to be slightly more citrusy 
flavour than the base. 

The base (or bulb) is de¬ 
licious raw or cooked. The 
thick bottom and outer 
leaves usually are trimmed 
off, then the rest can be 
sliced or chopped. 

Here, it’s used to remake 
the classic egg salad sand¬ 
wich. 

1. In a medium bowl, 
whisk together the mayon¬ 


naise, mustard, hot sauce 
and lemon zest and juice. 
Taste, then season with salt 
and pepper. 

2. Mix in the red onion 
and fennel. Coarsely chop 
the eggs, then gently stir 
them in. The eggs should be 
thoroughly mixed, but not 
mashed. 

3. Arrange a bed of greens 
over 3 slices of the bread, 
then divide the egg salad be¬ 
tween them. Sprinkle each 
with smoked paprika before 
topping with a second slice

From grade-schoolers raising a 
buck for the band, to Butch in 
the driveway with a hose and a 
sponge, the art of the car wash 
has been around for as long as 
... well, as long as the car. 

Some folks are meticulous 
about keeping their cars clean. 
Others wait for the next rain¬ 
storm to do the job. 

But for those of who ques¬ 
tion Mother Nature’s detailing 
ability, what’s the best method 
for keeping a vehicle clean? 

Does the TLC of a hand wash 
in the driveway outweigh the 
convenience and ease of the 
automatic/drive-thru wash? Not 
a chance, at least according to a 
2007 study from the University 


of Texas at Arlington. 

“The results are depressing, 
at least to the car owner who, 
up to now, has firmly believed 
in hand washing,” the study 
findings were summarized in 
part. “...Under the microscope, 
the paintwork (after hand 
washing) looked like a cratered 
landscape. The paintwork was 
deeply scored and scratched — 
the result of dirt and trapped 
sand particles.” 

The two cars used in the 
study were each washed 25 
times — estimated to be a 
year’s worth of car washes — 
one by hand, and the other 
by machine. After which the 
paint “scars” were examined by 
microscope on both vehicles. 

“By comparison, the sur¬ 
faces of the test vehicle washed 
with automatic car washing 
equipment appeared different,” 
the summaiy reported. “It was 
remarkably smooth, the result 
of evenly moving and rotating 
cloth pads and curtains.” 

The study also suggested 
that the garden hose used by

do-it-yourselfers in the drive¬ 
way is unable to supply enough 
water or pressure to safely re¬ 
move dirt without injuring the 
vehicle’s finish. 

Experts say if left unattend¬ 
ed acids in bird poop, bug guts 
and tree sap can cause paint to 
fade and do serious damage to 
the finish. And that was our cue 
to test out a couple of theories 
... on a $160,000 Audi R8. 

Hey, what’s in that goop? 

While the University of Texas 
study indicates automatic/drive- 
thru car washes are the safest, 
thoughts of vehicle damage 
and the great unknown of what 
the heck is coming out of those 
spray nozzles makes eveiy car 
owner squeamish at the wash. 

Sure, the colorful foam that 
looks like regurgitated cotton 
candy smells curiously nice 
when applied to your vehicle 
but what is it? That “soap” is 
just a mix of Sodium Dodecyl- 
benzenesulfonate, Neodol, a 
surfactant, a little added scent, 
and water... all of which sounds

like a mad-chemist’s evil cock¬ 
tail, but is actually benign 
when mixed properly. 

The first mouthful — So¬ 
dium Dodecylbenzenesulfon- 
ate — is a common ingredient 
in laundry detergent that helps 
to loosen the dirt when mixed 
with water. Neodol is widely 
used in common surface clean¬ 
ers, and helps give the car a 
waxy protective finish. And 
the surfactant helps the water 
work peacefully with the deter¬ 
gent in the cleaning process. 

The familiar conveyor-type 
car wash operates on an intri¬ 
cate system of lasers, mitter 
curtains, computers, scrubbers, 
nozzles, hydraulics, brushes 
and dryers, which is a design 
that has been around since the 
1930s and has evolved since. 

For the novice, mitter cur¬ 
tains are the long, soft, station¬ 
ary strips of cloth that hang 
near the entrance of the wash 
tunnel. Scrubbers are the large, 
rotating cylinders with hun¬ 
dreds of small cloth strips at¬ 
tached to them. These rotate 



After two passes with the soap, the 
auto wash spits this stuff all over the 
car. Whatever it is — apparently wax 
— it smells great. And you never have 
to get out of your car. Two more 
checkmarks for the auto wash, handout 


and a high rate of speed, up 
to 500 revolutions per minute, 
and would feel like a whip if 
you decided to roll down the 
window for a touch. 

The more recent touchless 
wash systems use high water 
pressure to clean the vehicle 
instead of brushes, minimiz¬ 
ing the chance of surface dam¬ 
age and lowering liability costs 
for car wash proprietors. The 
nozzles of each jet are arranged 
like a pinwheel and the incred¬ 
ible force of the water — up to 
1,000 lbs per square inch — 
rapidly spins these wheels to 
create a circular pattern and 
the necessaiy scrubbing action. 

These newer high-pressure 
washes can use 1,200-1,500 
litres of water per car, or the 
equivalent of 60-75 of those 
20-litre pails you might use at 
home. To conserve water and 
reload for the next wash, these 
systems usually have a pres¬ 
sure tank situated nearby to 
recapture and recycle the water 
through a filtration process. 

Once the car is washed, a

protective wax is often applied 
that is different from over-the- 
counter wax brands because 
it is formulated to also work 
on glass, chrome and rubber, 
though it does not provide 
the same level of protection 
or help to cover up/repair tiny 
scratches as standard wax does. 
Old habits die hard, and the 
results of one study might not 
persuade Butch or the other 
driveway do-it-yourselfers from 
changing their ways. In our 
little experiment, the touchless 
car wash performed surpris¬ 
ingly well, but left brake dust 
on the wheels and a few bugs 
in the grille. 

But one thing is clear: given 
the choice between potential 
hazards from birds, bugs and 
trees, or those from either type 
of car wash, always choose the 
latter, todd burlage is a feature

in something like this Porsche 
Panamera Turbo S. 

While this is the best car 
in the Panamera line at about 
$200,000, the base four-pas¬ 
senger model sells for about 
$87,500, which is actually 
about $6,000 less than a two 
passenger Porsche 911. 

That’s still pretty far out 
in left field when compared 
to a Grand Caravan, but the 
Panamera Turbo S (sarcastic¬ 
ally referred to on this trip as 
the “Turbo Family Truckster” 
after the vehicle in National 
Lampoon’s Vacation) is quite 
possibly the perfect family car. 

With a 550-horsepower 
twin-turbocharged 4.8-litre V8, 
big wheels and a paddle-shift 
seven speed manual transmis¬ 
sion with automatic mode, it’s 
certainly a far more exciting 
way to gobble up the steamy 
asphalt in Death Valley, Calif. 

Fuel economy isn’t even 
all that wretched for such a 
machine, with a highway rat¬ 
ing of 8.6 1/100 km. Still, it’s 
tough to keep your foot off the 
accelerator on the really big 
highways, in which case you’ll 
be blowing through $130 
premium fill-ups (the tank is 
almost 100 litres) a bit more 
often. 

Passengers are treated to

fine chocolate-brown leather 
heated-and-cool seats and ab¬ 
solutely enormous stretch-out 
room in the rear with individ¬ 
ual DVD monitors affixed to 
the headrests. It’s the equiva¬ 
lent of riding in a personal jet 
and with a top speed of 306 
km/h (zero-to-100 km/h in 3.8 
seconds, despite weighing 
2,000 kilograms plus guests) 
it sort of feels that way, too, 
especially when the multi¬ 
piece rear spoiler sets itself 
up as you rocket through 100 
km/h with nose-up attitude.

In a recent study, with a sam¬ 
ple size of one (me), the find¬ 
ings are that 50 might be the 
new 30, but only when you 
consider a veiy small and se¬ 
lect group of body parts. All 
other body parts are very ada¬ 
mant about being 50 or better. 

In another study, this 
time by the automotive re¬ 
search arm of Maritz Can¬ 
ada, and with a much larger 
sample size, the findings 
are that 50, or more pre¬ 
cisely, 50.8, is the average 
age of new-vehicle buyers 
in this country. With such 
a large post-war baby boom 
in Canada, it shouldn’t be 
a surprise that most buyers 
are 50-something, but it still 
seems surprising, or at least 
surprising-ish. 

Now consider this: The 
average age of first-time buy¬ 


ers is 38! 

“This is not to say the 20- 
24 age group is not buying 
cars, just that they aren’t 
buying them in numbers 
that people may think,” says 
Chris Travel of Maritz Can¬ 
ada. “The action is with older 
customers, not only in sheer 


numbers, but also in their 
ability to pay for vehicles.” 

Money is obviously a thing 
that can keep a young buck 
separated from a $196,400 
Porsche 911 Turbo S. One 
thing young people certainly 
have lots of is “no money.” 

John Vernile is vice 


president of marketing at 
Hyundai Auto Canada. He 
notes that Hyundai’s average 
buyer age hovers around 50, 
even when the vehicles are 
targeted to young people. For 
example, the medium age 
of Accent buyers is dead on 
50, while the medium age of 


Elantra buyers is 53. Again, 
this is not to say that young 
people don’t buy them, they 
do, just that older folk buy 
more. 

According to Maritz, 
when young people do buy 
new, they do head most to 
the subcompact and com¬ 


pact segments. But con¬ 
sidering how many older 
people buy the things too, 
it seems a bit weird to me 
somehow, that the market¬ 
ing of these vehicles is so 
heavily skewed to the young¬ 
er, beach volleyball set. But 
at least it conforms to an old 
auto industry maxim — you 
can sell a young person’s car 
to an older person, but can’t 
sell an older person’s car to a 
younger person. 

Vernile notes that Hyun¬ 
dai is particularly interested 
in the young buyer. 

“Our loyalty rate, at 52 
per cent, is among the high¬ 
est in the industry. Once 
we get ‘share of driveway’ 
we tend to hang on to our 
customers, as they move 
through their life stages.” 

Another factor in this 
discussion, of course, is that 
this current crop of young 
people is just not as inter¬ 
ested in getting behind the 
wheel as previous genera¬ 
tions. We talked about this 
cultural shift before. 

I still don’t get it, but if 
middle age has taught me 
anything, it’s that the list 
of things I don’t get is in¬ 
finite and expanding — so 
no sense in getting hung up 
on every little mystery that 
comes along.

When an insurance company 
puts a value on your vehicle, it’s 
usually based on basic data for 
its age, mileage and condition. 
That’s fine for most cars, but 
if you have a collector vehicle, 
you should have the extra pro¬ 
tection of an appraisal. 

“If you don’t have an ap¬ 
praisal, you don’t have insur¬ 
ance for replacement value,” 
says Wayne Copeland, vice- 
president of business develop¬ 
ment for Antique & Classic 
Auto Appraisal Service. 

“When there is a loss with a 
third-party appraisal, then the 
insurance company pays the 
agreed value.” 

While appraisals are most 


commonly for antique cars, 
they’re useful any time there 
is added value, such as a newer 
vehicle that has been heavily 
modified. Copeland has also 
done appraisals for estate sales 
and divorce proceedings, and 
in Ontario, you’ll need one if 
you’re buying a vehicle that’s 
20 years or older, to determine 
the sales tax. 

There are no government 
standards for appraisers, and 
anyone can claim to be quali¬ 
fied. A poor appraisal runs the 
risk of incorrect value, and in¬ 
surance companies are within 
their rights to refuse one that 
doesn’t meet their standards. 

Copeland says the appraiser 
must see the vehicle in person, 
and the appraisal should in¬ 
clude the car’s year and make, 
mileage, license number, con¬ 
dition, complete description, 
several photographs, and the 
appraiser’s full contact infor¬ 
mation. You should receive 
two copies: one for your files, 
and one to send to the insur¬ 
ance company 

The appraiser should also 
take various factors into con¬ 
sideration when determining a 


price, including what it would 
cost to fix following a crash. A 
1957 Fiat may not be as valu¬ 
able as a 1957 Chevrolet, for 
example, but replacement 
parts for the rarer Fiat could 
cost more than for the Chevy, 
which is popular enough that 
many companies stock parts. 

You can ask your insurance 
company if it recommends 
any appraisers, and most im¬ 
portantly, if there are any 
whose work they reject. Aslc 
car club members if there’s 
anyone they’ve used. And ask 
the appraiser if he’s familiar 
with your vehicle. If he only 
does antique cars, for example, 
he may not know as much 
about customized ones. Your 
appraisal should be updated 
every few years to account 
for changing car prices, or if 
you do something that adds to 
its value, such as restoration 
or major modifications. And 
don’t just think about cars. 

“I’ve done boats, ATVs, 
tractors, anything that has 
a value for insurance, legal 
purpose or sale,” Copeland 
says. “It’s all about protecting 
yourself.”
